About eight years ago, as near as I remember, 
my attention was first attracted by a machine for

M. F. Williams, of St. Louis. It was the pivotted, 
or flexible hammer pulverizer. Claiming to be a 
mechanic and a judge of matters I con 
cluded at first sight that it would prove an epoch 
making machine, and my opinion was confirmed 
when I saw it afterwards at work, and still more 
amply confirmed to-day by the great number of 
these machines in strecessful operation. Mr. Wil 
liams put his new machine on the market in a very 
modest manner, letting it make its way by its own 
merits, so that it took some time before it became 
widely known I believe 1 had the honor to be the 
first to write in praise of it, which I did with full 
conviction. Since that time the progress of the 
machine in general favor has been astounding. 

There have been numerous improvements, for 
Williams is a never resting inventive genius. Per- 
haps it would be more accurate to say there have 
been additions which have made the pulverizer 
applicable for extraordinarily diverse purposes and

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GREATER NEW YORK. 


New York, September 30.—Conditions in the 
building situation seem to be clearing up some- 
what. The very radical men in the Building 
Trades’ Alliance talk stoutly of holding out indefi 
nitely, “fighting to the last ditch,” ete., but the 
more temperate ones can see and read the hand- 
writing on the wall. The ornamental plasterers 
to the number of 400, seceded on September 21, and 
came over to the employers’ side. They were fol- 
lowed next day by the marble cutters, number mg 
about 2,000, who have gone back to work under 
the employers’ agreement. Among them is Wm 
P. Mason, who is the president of the Alliance, and 
the selection of a new president will soon be in 
order, Then on September 23, the Plasterers’ Un 
ion made overtures for a settlement, sending two 
representatives to the employers to negotiate to 
that effect. The mosaic workers are daily expected 
to come around and large desertions of carpenters 
and other trades are looked for very soon. 

The Cement Market. 

The Portland cement business is in a little bet- 
ter shape. The price has rallied somewhat, the 
mills that were asking 60c are now getting 65c, 
and a couple of mills that were getting 70c now get 
75c. Some of the smaller mills which have never 
got out of the hole they stepped into last year, 
and which have a line of tightly clinging fixed 
charges that must be met somehow, are encounter 
ed here and there, selling at about anything they 
can get, but they are not of enough consequence 
to affect or hold down the advance. The quantity 
of cement that is being turned out is immense. 
and within a reasonable rise in price it will make 
the mills easier than they have been for some 
time. There will be a great deal of cement used 
on the Eighth Avenue Pennsylvania depot, but it 
will not be of so much benefit generally as might 
be expected, as the specifications call for a grade 
of cement which will confine the busine:s to : 
few mills that make, or will make, that grade 
Some of the largest mills will not compete because 
the quality is so entirely different from that of 
their general product, and if they had any left 
over they would be at too great a disadvantage in 
selling, it, as they would not put it out under their 
regular brand. But the orders are plentiful with- 
out that, and with a fair advance in price it looks 
as if these coming months would enable the mills 
to average up fairly for the year. 


Plaster Hampered by Long Contracts. 

Plaster, which has long been so very low, is now 
looking better. Much loss had been caused all 
down the line by a new mill which felt that it 
could make plaster cheaper than the others, but 
they stepped up and met every price that was 
made. The new mill took some trade from the 
others, and the others in turn took trade from them 
and so it see-sawed, to the benefit of the consumer 
only. A realization of the unprofitableness of the 
situation finally dawned on all hands, and this ob- 
jectionable condition has been remedied. but the 
trade is still hampered by long contracts. at low 
prices, made at the time. One doing it because 
the other had done so. These are now working 
themselves out, and with a near resumption of 
building, which is now probable. the plaster trade 
should speedily get on a better footing and recom 
pense itself for previous losses 

Cut and Crushed Stone Dull. 

Cut stone has been held back by the building 
troubles until every yard in the city is choked and 
the railroad yards are full of cars ready to dis- 
gorge their contents as soon as the demand springs 
up again. 

The crushed stone business is pretty slow just 
now. It may partly be accounted for by the long 








hold-up in new asphalt work, but a stone crushing 
man said: “The elections have much to do with it. 
Of course we always have a ‘presidential year’ 
cry, but just now it is not so much the general as 
the State elections that are making things dull 
Stone crushing work is particularly sensitive to 
election influences as so much of it is used for pub- 
lic road making, and many of the supply men are 
holding off to see which lot of public officers they 
will have to deal with, and when this question is 
settled there will be hope of some immediate a 
tivity.” 


GOSSIP OF THE MANUFACTURERS 


Mr. W. K. Hammond, foot of West Fifty-second 
Street, speaking of common brick, said: “The 
brick market is in good shape. The demand is good 
and steady, although the supply has not generally 
kept pace with the demand. The weather has been 
unfavorable for brick-making and the yards have 
been much hampered and delayed in consequence, 
a recent washout having ruined an immense num 
ber of bricks. The price is running at $7.25 to 
$7.75 afloat, and as soon as the weather conditions 
are settled and favorable enough, bricks will come 
down for all requirements. But although the sup 
ply recently has not been up to all the calls on it, 
it is not to say that the number of bricks coming 
down is small, because the amount so far shipped 
this year has been greater than in any year since 
1898.” 

Quick Recovery From Fire. 

The Hamburg Lime Plant, of the New Jersey 
Lime Co., was burned on Sunday morning, Sep- 
tember 13, and before the ruins had ceased to 
smoulder a temporary trestle was erected and all 
the kilns were in operation again In addition, 
the contract had been let for a new and complete 
building which will be of steel and fire-proof con 
struction. The order was given for a new set of 
apparatus for the Eldred process, which the com 
pany uses in all of their eleven kilns. The New 
Jersey Lime Co. has enjoyed a most prosperous 
year. having had on file orders for upwards of 
twenty carloads ahead of them all the time since 
the spring trade set in 

The Hamburg Lime Plant, of the New Jersey 
Lime Co., has retained Mr. Byron E. Eldred to de 
sign additional kilns for them, also a new plant 
for hydrating lime, in which the Eldred process 
will be employed 

Takes His Own Medicine. 

During the early part of the year Mr. Byron E 
Eldred, the mechanical engineer, formerly of Bos 
ton. but now in New York City, being vice presi 
dent and general manager of the Eldred Process 
Co.. 208 Fifth Avenue. He is well known to lime 
manufacturers throughout the country He was 
employed at Colorado Springs, Colorado, in the 
spring on some engineering work for the General 
Metals Co.. and the United States Reduction and 
Refining Co., of that city. While there his atten 
tion was drawn to a lime plant at Manitou, Col., 
which was not then successful, as the available 
wood supply had been exhausted and they were 
vainly attempting to burn lime with coal. Mr 
Eldred realized the nossibilities of successful 
lime plant at Manitou and purchased this prop 
erty After making the necessary changes and 
installing the Eldred Process for lime burning, he 
turned the plant over to Mr. Chas. E. Brown, who 
is also well known as one of Mr. Eldred’s demon 
strators. The plant is now operating to full ca- 
pacity, turning out a most acceptable lime. This 
is evidently another demonstration of the effi 
ciency and success of the Eldred Process. More 
over, it is noteworthy as instancing one of the 
rare cases where the doctor has shown his wil 
lingness to take his own medicine 

The Farnham Bros. Lime Co. has orders for 
several thousand barrels in advance of the supply 
and thev are arranging plans for installing a gas 
system for burning lime, in addition to the erec- 
tion of several new kilns. Mr. Curtin has thor 
oughly investigated the various svstems for burn- 
ine lime by gas, and is satisfied that it is the 
proner means for that purpose 

Mr. Jas. Wotherspoon said: “The prospects of 
the plaster trade are good. The price needs to 
become much better. and present orders are not so 
verv numerous or large, but nevertheless the ont 
look is good. There is much better feeling all 
around. We are getting in large quantities of 
rock. and we know that others in the trade are do 
ine likewise. and“all with the same feeling that 
it will be used during the remainder of the vear.” 





Activity in Sand-Lime Brick Plants. 

The Peerless Brick Co. is rapidly getting its 
sand-lime brick factory, at 541 Kast 118th Street, 
into shape. The contract for the construction of 
the cylindrical steel tanks for the storing of the 
sand was given Out about September 1, the price 
being in the neighborhood of $12,000.09. It gives 
a storage capacity of about 4,000 tons of sand and 
$00 tons of lime A 16x32 Corliss engine has 
been purchased from the Nordberg Manufacturing 
Co., of Milwaukee, and the American Sandstone 
Brick Machinery Co., of Saginaw, Mich., is sup- 
plying the hardening cylinders, press, mixers, etc, 
The company is now in the market for an addition 
al press, capable of making a fine front brick out of 
sand and lime.

The Birmingham Sand-Lime Brick Co., of Bir- 
mingham, Ala., who is using the system of the 
Schwarz System Brick Co., 10 Bridge Street, New 
York, has been running its works steadily every 
day since the company opened for business last 
May, and have already furnished sand-lime bricks 
for twenty buildings in Birmingham and imme- 
diate vicinity.

The company report that 
the bricks are all perfect and very hard, and the 
only breakage came from careless and improper 
handling on the part of the workmen, but now 
with a body of more skilled and more careful men 
the loss by breakage has been practically re- 
duced to nothing

Stone cutters still complain that much pro 
jected work is not being let to contract A large 
amount of work is being projected and applications 
for building permits are largely for work that will 
be done next year 

The cement trade shows no signs of improve 
ment. Prices are still dt the bottom and the de 
mand is not such as to inspire hope of a change. 
However cement manufacturers hope for better 
business next year. They do not expect earlier im 
provement 

A Great Building Year. 

Building operations in this city in the nine 
months ending September 30, involved an expen 
diture of $23,897,720.00. The figures of the Bureau 
of Building Inspection show this amount repre 
sents 6,427 permits for 11,258 operations 

For the corresponding period of last year 5,756 
permits for 9,299 Operations, costing $27,875,190.00 
were issued. Eliminating the cost of the $5,000 
000.00 Wanamaker building, the permit for which 
was issued in March, 1903, there is an increase of 
671 permits, 1,959 operations and $1,022,530.00 

This year bids fair to be the greatest in the his 
tory of the city in the number of dwellings erected 
There are in course of erection 4,909 iwo-story, 654 
three-story, 25 four-story and 49 other dwellings, 
in all 5,587. The aggregate cost of these will be 
$12,891,050.00, or nearly 55 per cent. of the entire 
amount being expended for building construction 

In this direction there is a decided increase over 
the same period of last vear, when but $9,078,900.09 
was expended for 4,034 dwellings. The increase 
is 1,553 dwellings, to cost $3,812,150.00 

For 1903 the cost per dwelling was $2,251.00, 
while for this vear the cost is $2,307.00, an increase 
of $56.00 per dwelling. These building operations 
are chiefly confined to tne four West Philadelphia 
wards—the Twenty-fourth, Twenty-seventh, Thi: 
ty-fourth and Fortieth—in anticipation of the great 
demand that will follow the construction of the 
subway and elevated railroads 





Interest in Rebuilding Baltimore. 

Philadelphia builders are entering largely into 
the building of structures in the burned district of 
Baltimore. While the work is not going on very 
rapidly, this city’s concerns have received more 
than a fair proportion of contracts Up to this 
time twenty buildings, costing nearly $1,000,000.00 
are being erected by Philadelphia builders 

Although the fire took place seven months ago 
the office building of the Union Trust Co. is the 
only one nearing completion 

There are ground rents on nearly all the lots 
in the burned area. This has in a great measure 
retarded rebuilding, as the financial institutions 
are not willing to lend money where such incum 
brances exist 

Plans for the first of the branch libraries to be 
erected as a result of Andrew Carnegie’s gift of 
$1,500,000.00 have een sent to builders for esti- 
mates by G. W. & W. D. Hewitt, architects. The 
building will be known as the Lehigh Avenue 
granch and will stand at the northwest corner of 


Sixth Street and Lehigh Avenue, adjoining the ° 


Northeast Manual Training School, now in course 
of erection 

Charles Gilpin is considering estimates for a 
store and office building at the southwest corner of 
Fifteenth and Ranstead Streets, adjoining the Penn 
sylvania Building, at Fifteenth and Chestnut Sts. 
It will be of four stories high, of semi-fireproof 
construction, with exterior walls of brick, stone and 
terra cotta. The dimensions will be 86 by 120 feet 

Henderson & Co. have plans from Paul A. &

State. The Solvay Co. sells only its refuse rock. 





New Use for the Solvay Refuse. 
Ludwig Ettinghaus, of this city, has invented a 
process for making brick out of waste from the 
Solvay Process Co. For many years the refuse has 


been accumulating and the company has been ex 
perimenting to find some use for it rhe brick 


which Mr. Ettinghaus makes from the refuse of 
the soda plant is hard, but at the same time very 
light It has a dark gray color. The brick has 
been put to severe weather and temperature tests 
and is said to stand them very well. Mr. Etting 
haus has alsoinvented a wall plaster from the same 
material It is his intention to manufacture both 
articles here 

From the same material William Winkler has in 
vented a fireproof paint and a cement. The formula 
is held by a stock company consisting of: James

CHICAGO, ILLINOIS. 


Curcaco, Ill.. September 27.—The building rec 
ord for the week ending September 23 shows a 
most creditable gain over the corresponding week 
of September 26, 1903. The record is an outlay of 
$941,150 for the week, against $409,700 the same 
period last year. For the previous week this 
year the outlay was $1,481,770.00. The decrease is 
simply notable as showing that as cold weather 
is approaching the active building season is draw 
ing to a close and the demand for building ma 
terials, such as stone, lime, brick, ete., is on the 
wane, until the opening of another season The 
weather on the whole has been most propitious for 
building operations, and the many lofty downtown 
structures, massive and imposing in their appear- 
ance, are mostly under roof The material 
men are congratulating among themselves 
the successful busimess of the season. The stone 
and brick men, marble dealers, lime, cement and 
concrete men ‘have all passed through a season ol 
prosperity and have as a general thing realized 
good prices for all the material they have handled. 
No one has been bluffed by the talk of hard times, 
so generally raised during the year of a presiden 
tial campaign No serious trouble of any kind 
has existed in this city among the building classes, 
and the work of building up has gone forward 
without let or hindrance in any quarter affecting 
this great branch of human industry. The great 
stone quarries and brick industries in and con 
tizuous to Chicago have met with no 
strike interruptions, and all labor in the line of 
building, and the furnishers of materials, have 
been amply rewarded for their industry and 
labored toil Workmen in these lines have the 
means laid by to face the coming winter without 
having to overcome any serious obstacles, and the 
entire community is vastly benefited thereby 
Farmers, manufacturers, merchants and bankers 
labor and capital, all have benefited, for many of 
the transactions of the season now drawing to a 
close, compared with the prices of thirty, ten o1

Big Year for Marble and Granite. 

The marble industry of the city has had one of 
the most prosperous seasons in many years, and 
given steady ezapleyment to a large force of men. 
A visit to some four or five yards showed all of 
them busy, mostly on contract work. The receipts 
of marble from Eastern quarries has been on a 
larger scale than for some time previous. The 
only failure in the trade during the season oc- 
curred this week, when the business of Frederick 
P. Bagley & Co., a firm dealing in marble at 33 
West Eighteenth Street, was placed in the hands 
of the Equitable Trust Co. as receiver. The prin- 
cipal creditor is the Peoria Stone and Marble 
works and W. W. Alexander, the claims agegregat 
ing about $5,000.00. All marble men say the sea- 
son has been a prosperous one, and several large 
contracts have been let during the past month for 
interior furnishings of large buildings now under 
roof for erection next spring. 

The granite men have also had a prosperous 
season, both those turning out granite for paving 
blocks and granite blocks for buildings. The 
granite quarries in Wisconsin and Michigan have 
been in active operation during the entire sea- 
son, large consignments coming to this city. It 
is possible that within a few years granite blocks 
for paving the streets will be only a remembrance, 
especially in the downtown thoroughfares The 
construction of a system of subways by the IIli- 
nois Tunnel Co. was the initial step in the direc- 
tion of relieving the crowded condition of Chi- 
cago’s business center, and when this system is in 
full operation a great improvement will be no- 
ticeable, since heavy teaming of all kinds will be 


eliminated, and the noisy, rough granite paved 
streets will be done away with to make room for 
smooth asphalt roadways. The time is surely 
coming, and much sooner, too, than some antici- 
pate, when the streets cars and all heavy traffic 
will be banished from the streets, and the objec 
tionable noisy streets will become a thing of the 
past. The firms now engaged in dealing in heavy 
paving stone anticipate just such a change. The 
substitution of more asphalt paved streets will be 
hailed by merchants and business men as the 
dawning of a new era in the street history of Chi- 
cago. Granite dealers admit the very strong prob 
ability of a change of this kind. It is sure to 
come, and that, too, at no distant day, as the con- 
struction of subways can be easily accomplished 
by any good, strong company, organized for that 
purpose. Those built directly below the surface 
would not interfere with the subway of the Illi- 
nois Tunnei Co., whose remarkable tunnel is 
placed forty feet below the surface. 
To Test a New Pavement, 

A new pavement, known as the Ejitulithie pave 
ment, will soon be tried here, as the Board of 
Local Improvements has just made a most favor- 
able report on its qualities for local use. It is said 
to be a combination of asphaltic bitumen and small 


stones. The only disturbing element in the plan is 
the law governing the handling of bids for the 


work, the firm (which is not in the Paving Trust) 
making claim that no one but themselves know 
the processes of handling it. The special assess- 
ment law states that the contracts must be let by 
competition. The owner of the patent should lose 
no time in taking shelter under the wings of the 
“Trust;” he will then find how much easier it is 
to do some things than others. 


Unions Trying to Agitate Strikes. 


The marble workers who went on a strike a 
few days ago at the Federal and First National 
Bank buildings forsook their union and decided to 
go back. The strike was called because it was said 
“unfair” marble was being used. Of the eighty 
men who went out fifty have gone back. The fact 
is a good many union men are getting sick and 
tired of the arbitrary ways established by unions. 

Increased assessments on members of local 
unions having been voted by the late National Con 
vention of brick, tile and terra cotta workers, the 
per capita tax has been raised from 5 cents a week 
to 10 cents. It was also voted to assess each mem 
ber 25 cents a week during strikes within the or- 
ganization The members now say they will be 
good. 

Builders say the first downward movement for 
three and a half years on_ structural material, 
which was $4.00 a ton, has resulted in the placing 
of some Chicago orders, and the same thing has 
probably happened in other cities. The high price 
of material has been a drag on building operations 
everywhere, 

The Joliet Reservoir Discussion. 

It is said that serious apprehensions are felt at 
Joliet of a break in the retaining walls of the 
great reservoir that is being constructed above 
them for power purposes by the sanitary district 
of Chicago. Expert engineering counsel is to be 
sought before consent is given to the building of 
the walls that will create a water level forty feet 
above the streets and only two miles distant from 
the heart of the city It is proposed to substitute 
Portland cement for natural cement in the con- 
struction of the retaining walls of the extended 
canal. Mr. Joseph T. Duffy, contractor for nearly 
three miles of the canal extension, would profit 
largely out of the change in the cement used in 
the retaining walls under contract signed by him 
nearly a year ago. For natural cement walls he is 
to receive $3.50 or $3.80 a cubic yard, according to 
the construction. His price for Portland cement 
concrete is $8.00 a cubic yard Those versed in 
construction matters say that while the price of 
natural cement construction may be reasonable 
enough, $8.00 a yard is high for Portland cement 
construction The language of the contract is 
such that the trustees admit that {ff they are forced 
to use Portland cement Mr. Duffy would receive 
$8.00 a cubic yard for wall masonry. Mr. Duffy is 
said to know a good thing when he sees it, but he 
has already made a proposition to change the ce 
ment in his walls from natural to Portland. and 
has intimated that he will sign a contract for 
much less than $8.00 a yard. Natural cement, en- 
gineers say, is not a reliable permanent material 
for such work. Mr. Duffy is an old and well- 
known Chicago contractor. 

The other day a mass of burning excelsior and 
tar in a wooden shanty erected on the scaffolding 
surrounding the second floor of the First National 





Bank Building, at the corner of Dearborn and 
Monroe streets, badly defaced the exterior granite 
work of the structure, and has necessitated the re 
moval of some of the large granite blocks. 


Uses for Old Material. 


A good many people often wonder what becomes 
of all the material which is taken away from struc- 
tures that are torn down to be replaced by others. 
Much of this material is often as good as new. 
The brick, stone and lumber from a wrecked build- 
ing are loaded directly on the wagons of the con- 
tractor and are hauled to his salvage yard. Here 
each load is taken in charge by a force of labor- 
ers and its contents properly sorted and cleaned. 
The timbers of different sizes, for instance, are 
carefully gone over, all nails removed and piled in 
separate piles. The bricks are cleaned and stack- 
ed up and the stone is handled in the same way. 
Almost all this material is sold to building con- 
tractors and is used by them in the construction 
of cottages and the cheaper class of buildings. The 
second-hand bricks the wrecker will get two-thirds 
and sometimes three-quarters the market price of 
new bricks. For almost everything which comes 
from the razed building he finds a market and 
price. 

The Cleveland Stone Co., 204 Dearborn Street, 
reports business fairly good, but now that this sea- 
son is drawing to a close they do not anticipate 
much new business before another season. 

The Consolidated Stone Co., Monadnock Build- 
ing, say they have had a good season, but just now 
business is a little slack 

The Joliet Pioneer Stone Co., Monadnock Build 
ing, own and control some large quarries near 
Joliet. Their business the past season has been 
most satisfactory, and they look forward to much 
new business when the next season opens. 

The L’Anise Brown Stone Co., 115 Dearborn St., 
has had an encouraging season and are much grat- 
ified with the season’s work. Business just now 
is fair, but the season is well nigh over 

A tour through the Chamber of Commerce Build 
ing and a talk with many of the firms located 
there failed to elicit anything especially new. All 
seem to think the outlook is good, no matter who 
is elected as the next President. 

The eighteen-story building at the southeast cor- 
ner of Clark and Monroe streets, now under fair 
headway, of which Rector, the restaurant man, is 
the owner, is to be a notable structure. The lining 
of the elevator shafts, courts and side walls in 
the building will be made perfect by the use of 
sand lime brick. The headquarters of the Sand 
Lime Co. are located in the Great Northern build- 
ing on Jackson boulevard. The firm reports bu: 
iness good. 

The Coming of the Concrete Age 

The fact is every day becoming more and more 
apparent to contractors and builders in this city 
that concrete is to be used more largely in the fu- 
ture than ever before. The manufacture of con- 
crete building blocks is receiving deserved atten- 
tion, and during the past season a number of fine 
residences have been erected in which this mate- 
rial is used exclusively. In one instance even the 
floors are concrete. In case of fire concrete will 
stand the heat far better than brick or other ma- 
terial. It takes a very hot fire, our architects say, 
to destroy concrete. High-grade concrete, they 
say, is absolutely fireproof, and in Paris is used 
for all fire-proofing. Concrete now constitutes the 
foundation of nearly all the massive buildings be 
ing erected in this city. 


Lime and Gravel Outlook. 


The lime situation is about the same as last 
month, with the demand holding up well, but only 
about three-quarters of the kilns hereabouts are 
in operation. Pricés range all the way from 70 
to 80 cents per barrel, with a drawback on the 
upper price for prompt payment. 

The gravel companies report their plants all ‘n 
operation to their full. Some of them continue 
to work seven days in the week, but this is where 
there is a rush of work to meet the demands of 
railroad companies for ballast. The city demand 
for gravel continues fair. 





CHAT WITH THE CONTRACTORS. 

Mr. R. A. Traverse came in from his work at 
Council Bluffs and Ames last week, and _ pur- 
chased another Smith concrete mixer and some 
other supplies from the Contractors’ Supply and 
Equipment Co. He has a large contract for fire 
proof concreting at both places—subwork under 
Henry W. Schleutter, of this city, and reports 
the work going along nicely. He is putting tn the 
Kahn system, which is becoming so popular for 
floors, walls and other light construction, 
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Mr. Ed. Hely was in town for a short time this 
week. He reports his ballast crushing plants run- 
ning full blast. 

Bates & Rogers Construction Co., of this city 
has just secured a large Government contract for 
a dam and reservoir in Idaho, in which there is a 
great deal of rock excavation and concrete, They 
are about to start the work, and expect to do u 
good share of the excavation this winter, and ex 
pect to be ready to start concreting early in the 
spring This company is very successful and 
prosperous in the contracting business. 

The Chicago Engineering Co. was the lowest 
bidder on a large Government concreting job in 
Mississippi and Arkansas, which was awarded it 
a short time ago. They are equipping the ontfit 
complete to do the work rapidly, but it will take 
about two years to finish it 

Serebner & Heyworth, of this city, who were 
awarded the contract on the Pan Handle, this 
place, for the foundations of the new track ele 
vation, are progressing with the work rapidls 
They expect to be putting in concrete in the nea: 
future. They have also received a contract for a 
large bridge at Mishawauka, Ind., which will ré 
quire a considerable amount of concrete They 
are a growing and popular firm of contractors 


THE TWIN CITIES. 


MINNEAPOLIS, MINN., September 30.—There ts a 
gradual but decided improvement to be noted in 
the building operations in the past month, while 
the indications are much more hopeful than they 
have been for several months past Reductions in 
the prices of nearly all lines of building materials 
have contributed much to this improvement. Lime 
and cement as well as brick, are all somewhat 
lower in price from a month ago. Nearly all the 
common brick plants throughout the Northwest 
have shut down for the season, with a few ex 
ceptions, Stocks of common brick at the yards 
are not exceptionally heavy, there being but a few 
Kilns being burned. This will not leave a very big 
supply for the remainder of this year and for the 
opening of the spring season Prices are held for 
common brick at round $6.40@6.50 with carload 
lots being quoted at $6.25. These figures are about 
as low as they will be for the season, from present 
indications, and there would seem to be chances 
for higher prices rather than lower 

Cement is quoted as low as $1.55 in a jobbing 
Way, carlots More cement is being used than 
ever before, Owing to the numerous new applica 
tions of the article but the supply is greatly in 
creased by the enlarged production from the nu- 
merous factories 

Lime is about the same in price as it has been 
all the year, with a fair demand for Wisconsin 
brown and white lime, which is used mostly in 
the Twin Cities 

The cut stone business is but moderately active 
Most of the yards have been fairly busy during the 
season and are now closing up their year’s work 
A number of the cut stone firms in the Twin Cit 
ies and Duluth have a number of orders on hand 
still to fill from the country, generally for smal] 
jobs. Terra cotta seems to have been used in 
many of the large city buildings in preference to 
stone for trimming work, and the cut stone men 
feel the difference in tneir business

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TO MAKE A CONCRETE BARN. 


A North Dakota farmer gives the following rules 
for constructing a concrete barn, which is, he says 
warm in winter, cool in summer, does not require 
painting, wind proof, and extremely satisfactory 
He says: “Two important things in the construc 
tion are plenty of stones and an abundance of 
good, coarse creek 
hand concrete buildings can be put up cheaper 
than any other kind of building and they are far 
more durable Set two rows of studs, 2x6, where 
building is wanted, 18 inches apart; use 2x12 plank 
for boxes. Fill up with stones of all sizes to top 
of box, then pour in the mortar, quite thin—thin 
enough to fill all the spaces between the stones 
Follow this 


gravel If these are close at 


Raise the boxes every day and refill. 
up until the wall is complete. The proportions are 
one barrel lime, one barrel Portland cement and 
twelve barrels of creek gravel By creek gravel is 
meant coarse sand washed free from all clay sub 
stances. The walls will crumble if clay and ce 
ment come together, The material must be mixed 
in mortar beds and the lime and gravel thoroughly 
mixed before the cement is added When the c 
ment is thoreughly mixed in, put in the wall at 
once. To get a smooth wall, have a half inch space 
between the box and stones for the mortar to 
cover outside of the stones. The cost, with labor 
at $1.50 a day should not exceed nine cents pel! 
cubic foot. Fourteen inches is thick enough for a 
wall twenty-five feet high. The stones should be 
well packe’d in and not thrown in any way After 
the studs are placed, two men should mix mortar 
and lay stones at the rate of two cords a day, one 
hundred feet to the cord Barns in North Dakota 
constructed on these rules have given great satis 
faction

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A Lime Plant at a Sugar Factory. 


Sugar factorics, as a rule, burn their own lime 
for two reasons. The main reason is that they 
utilize in subsequent operations the carbon diox 
ide which is eliminated from the limestone. An 
other is that it is essential to the success of their 
operations that the lime should be perfectly fresh 
and burned to its most sensitive point. It is also 
essential to the best operation that the limestone 
used shall be a high calcium lime and essentially 
a pure stone. It is not often that exactly the right 
limestone occurs in close proximity to the factory, 
so that it is nearly all shipped in. We are de 
scribing one lime plant through the courtesy of 
the German-American Sugar Co., of Bay City. At 
this point limestone from Shelby is used and burn 
ed with coke. The kiln is essentially a pot kiln 
about fifty feet or more high and six feet in diam- 
eter, with a triangular ridge in the bottom, which 
causes the finished lime when it reaches the bottom 
to feed the three doors which are used for drawing 
purposes. The limestone and coke are elevated by 
a horizontal elevator and dumped through a chute 
which is so arranged that the kiln can be kept clos 
ed up except during the time of filling. There is 
an auxiliary stack to furnish additional draft when 
necessary, but the draft is in the main furnished 
by the suction of the fans, the vents for which tap 
the kiln near the top, but below the bottom of the 
auxiliary stack. 


Treatment of lowa Waters. 


These waters are of the dolomite region of the 
Mississippi Valley The impurities are calcium 
and magnesium carbonates. 

The experiments were conducted at Cornell Col 
lege, Mount Vernon, Iowa, by C. G. Eldredge. 

Boiling for ten minutes precipitated very little 
o? the magnesium; boiling twenty minutes remov 
ed sixty-six per cent. of the calcium carbonates 
and eighteen per cent, of the magnesium carbon 
ates: in other words, about forty-four per cent. of 
the temporary hardness was removed. The use of 
lime water as a precipitant did not seem to be en 
tirely satisfactory 


New Discharging Devices for Kilns. 


The United States Patent Office is just issuing, 
dated October 11, 1904, to William S. Speed, Louis. 
ville, Ky., a patent upon his invention of a positive 
discharging device which is continuously movable, 
thus securing valuable advantages in the Operation 
of lime or cement kilns where it is employed 

In explanation of the accompanying drawings 

Figure (1) is a vertical central sectional ele 
vation of a kiln involving the invention. 

Figure (2) is a front elevation of the same, anid 

Figure (3) is a top plan view of the feed device 

Like characters refer to like parts throughoi 
the several figures of the drawings. 

In the drawings is represented a kiln (5) of 
ordinary construction, having at the lower end of 
its main chamber an eye or discharge opening (6). 
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Under this eye or discharge orifice at a con 

venient distance, is arranged a force feeder which 
mk 

ontinuously operated, and upon which the ma 


terial from the main chamber of the kiln gravi 


tates, whereby on the motion of the feeder such 
material is delivered into a suitable receptacle for 
‘ , 


removing the manufactured product from the kiln 
Che feeder is donated by (7) and it is repre 


ented as consisting Of a grate-like plate mount 
ed for horizontal reciprocation Upon the under 
ide of the feeder (7) are carried wheels (8) 
adapted to travel on parallel rails (9), constitu 
ing a suitable track for the feeder in its move 
ments back and forth rhe rails (9) are sustained 
and in practice suitably united to cross-bars (10) 
et in the masonry of the kiln

center thereof, is connected the inner end of the 
link (12), the forward end of the link being 
connected to the outer end of the crank-arm (13) 
upon the shaft (14) which is mounted In a con 
venient manner in front of the auxiliary chamber 
in which the feed device works. The shaft (14) 

driven continuously by a belt from a suitable 


engine or motor, attaching to the pulley (15) 

The calcined material from the main chamber 
of the kiln gravitate on to the feed device (7) 
Upon the forward movement of the feed device it 
carries the lime forward and during such motion 
the lime from the kilns falls upon the rear por 
tion of the feed device. On the backward move 
ment of the feed device a quantity of the material 
will fall off the front_edge of the same and into a 
receptacle (16) which Ts represented in the draw- 
ings as a hopper, or may be a car or other device 
for conveying the material away from the kiln. 

The continuous operation of the feed device pro 
duces a constant and uniform movement of the 
calcined material, and the consequent agitation of 
practically the whole mass within the chamber of 
the kiln It will therefore be apparent that the 
capacity of the kiln will be increased by virtue of 
the constant agitation of the material and uniform 
combustion is assured, and as a consequence quite 
a saving of fuel is effected. The quality of the 
material is improved by the thorough and uniform 
calcination, and the calcined material is prevented 
from sticking or fusing to the fire brick lining of 
the kiln by reason of the constant or uninterrupted 
agitation of the mass within the main chamber 
of the kiln The labor usually employed in the 
removing and again replacing of the bars usually 
employed for the drawing of the kiln is also dis 
pensed with. 

In the plane below the eye (6) and near the 
rear, an inclined plate (17) is situated above the 
feeding device (7) The lower edge of this plate 
is contiguous to the feed device. This plate consti 
tutes an effective guard to prevent the material 
from falling off the rear of the feed device down 
into the pit 

A number of the kilns of J. B. Speed & Co., 
Louisville, Ky., at their Milltown, Ind., plant are 
equipped with these discharging devices, and ev 
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ery claim that is made by the inventor is realized 
and’ apparent in actual practice. Indeed, every 
step of the invention has been developed by prac 
tical application and the results are proving most 
satisfactory. 


A Western Lime Plant. 


On an island at Roche Harbor, not fay from the 
Washington Coast there occurs a high calcium 
limestone of excellent quality which gives the fol

States. One which compares very favorably with 
what is considered the best in the East and Cen 
tral States. 

The company which Operates this plant is the 
Tacoma and Roche Harbor Lime Co., of which 
John S. MeMillan is president and general mana 
ger and William Schultz is vice president. The 
natural facilities at this plant are exceptionally) 
good. The plant consists of two batteries of kilns 
eight in one and five in the other, and it is the in 
tention to fill in the space between the two batteries 
with other kilns in the near future. Everything 
moves by gravity from the quarry through the 
kiln and packing room to the dock. The quarry 
is exceptional in that it has a face of workable 
stone 125 feet high lt is now opened for a dis 
tance of 700 feet. The plant is only 400 or 500 
feet from the quarry, and the empty cars are pull 
ed back up a gentle incline with horses, 

The kilns are built with an auxiliary stack and 
storage box with side delivery. The kilns ave two 
fire bowls and the height of the charging door from 
the grate bars is about 30 feet. The kilns are set 
high enough so that there can be an auxiliary 
cooling pan beneath the ordinary cooling chamber 
and the lime is fed direct from this auxiliary pan 
to the barrels. The time necessary in the auxili 
ary pan is very short One fireman handles every 
thing from bunker to barrel for two entire kilns 
but does not put the heading in. Every barrel is 
weighed. Ample frame buildings are provided to 
protect the kilns and workmen, as well as to fu 
nish storage for the product when packed 

The Staveless Lime Barrel. 

This company has a package or barrel which 
amounts to a trade mark for them. No other lim, 
company can buy this barrel for the purpose ¢ 
packing lime, since the president of the lime com 


t 


pany is also president of the Staveless Barrel Co 
This is really not a staveless barrel, but a two 
stave barrel and is one which is built very rapidly 
and with considerable economy. It is a veneer 
cut stave and it is crozed, chamfered, equalized 
and given its bilge all in one operation It is 
jointed in a straight line so that all that is neces 
sarv is to set two pieces together and drive the 
hoops home 
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LIME AND CEMENT KILNS, 


A great deal of lime is shipped from this point 
to Hawaii and the Philippine Islands. Stone is 
also handled in this section for flux and ballast. 
The lime company buy their staves from the 
Staveless Barrel Co., but set up their own barrels. 
The shooks aie brought in by wagon or scow from 
the plant which is not far distant. A few of the 
men are making up as many as 525 barrels in one 
day of ten hours. 

Excellent Quality of Stone. 

The stone here is fine blue and white mottled 
marble and takes a high polish and furnishes a 
pure white lime, The quarry is also worked for 
building stone and the spawls sold to a smelter for 
flux and to contractors for street work, so that 
there is practically no waste from the quarry. The 
cores and other waste from the stave factory are 
made use of for fuel for burning the lime. Little 
lime was burnt at Roclie Harbor before the advent 
of Mr. McMillan, who took an interest in it and 
later materially developed the property by the or 
ganization and consolidation, forming the Tacoma 
and Roche Harbor wime Co., and it was under his 
management that tne present plant or plants were 
built up. As before mentioned, the market is the 
entire coast and the islands 

Have Taken Up Hydrating. 

The Scioto Lime and Stone Co., Delaware, Ohio, 
has installed a new machine for hydrating lime. 
‘this machine is cylindrical in shape, being thirty 
feet in length aud seven feet in diameter. At the 
head end is a chute where the lime enters, which 
is closed by the door which opens when the lime is 
dumped in, and in so doing, only a sufficient 
amount of water is sprayed upon the lime to hy- 
drate it, and the hydration is further completed 
by the aid of steam, which is introduced in the 
cylinder. The gteam excludes all the air in the 
cylinders which is very essential in hydrating 
lime, The hydrator reverses by means of cog 
gearing. It contains various screens which sep 
arate every particle of foreign matter or unhy 
drated lime from the finished article, and each 
discharging from the machine through separate 
openings. This hydrator will hydrate lime as 
it is taken from the kilns at the rate of from five 
to eight tons per hour and produce a superior 
finished product ready for shipment. 


Wants Information About Hydrating. 


Pomona, CAL., September 28.—A letter from 
the Pomona Lime, Cement and Stone Co. says: 
“At present we are manufacturing lime only. If 
you have anything on the process of hydration of 
lime it will interest us very much at the present 
time. Kindly make this request through your val 
uable publication.” 


Adding Another Kiln. 

KENDRICK, FLA., September 26—We have receiv- 
ed the following letter from the Standard Lime 
Co.: “Our business has been exceptionally good 
this year. We have been running full capacity, 
and our plant turns out 200 barrels per day. In- 
dications point to a better season next year. We 
are now getting material on the ground to build 
another kiln which will make six kilns in our 
plant. We will open a builders’ supply house in 
Savannah, Ga., this autumn, and will keep a full 
line of masons material, etc.”

The Cement Building, Louisiana Purchase Exposition. 

This building is almos: entirely of concrete, with 
a tile roof. The roof is red clay tile. Cement tile 
should have been used instead 

The Hennebique system of reinforcement was 
used for walls, piers and arches. The whole build- 
ing rests on concrete columns 9 to 11 ft. high, as 
the location was an old dumping ground and it 
was necessary to go down that far to get a safe 
foundation 

The building, which is one story high. consists 
of three separate and parallel wings, all joined by 
an arched portico which forms the front and vuni- 
fies the structure 

The exterior of the wings is decorated with ce- 
ment medallions which are reproductions of the 
trade marks of the following manufacturers or 
brands:

The machine for the 
testing of beams introduces some new and valua-

Concrete Lime Kiln. 

Among the illustrations of the Hennebique sys 
tem was one of more than usual interest It was 
a lime kiln. The shell of the kiin, hopper and 
coal bins were all of armored concrete. The kiln 
was of course lined with fire brick 

Another was a picture of a concrete cantalever 
wharf with an overhang of 27 feet and the picture 
shows a 42-ton car of cement upon it 

The passage ways between the wings lead to a 
court which has been set apart for the display of 
concrete construction and actual demonstration of 
how the work is done

New Method of Preparing Sorel Cement. 

Sorel cement has hitherto been prepared in two 
ways, the one consisted in mixing together the cal 
cined magnesite and magnesium chloride solution 
in certain proportions 

In the second method a measured quantity of 
the calcined magnesite is treated with dilute hy 
drochloric acid The effect of the hydrochloric 
acid upon the magnesium oxide is that a portion 
of this is converted to magnesium chloride. From 
this point the process of cement formation is the 
same as in the first method. These methods have 
disadvantages, which are detailed in the German 
Pottery and Brickmakers Gazette by the inventors 
of the new method, Pr, Jacob Abel, Friedrich Jan 
son and Emil Rocke, of Mannheim, Germany, as 
follows: 

If the work has to be done out of the factory, as 
for instance, laying a surface of pavement, or floor 
without a joint, or the plastering of a wall with 
Sorel cement, the materials—that is the calcined 
magnesite and the magnesium chloride—or the cal 
cined magnesite and the dilute hydrochloric acid, 
can only be sent out packed separately and usually 
loaded with a considerable quantity of water 

If, in order to avoid the necessity for weighing 
and Measuring the materials at the place where 
they are to be used, we mix the burned magnesite 
and the magnesium chloride salt at the factory, in 
as dry a state as it is possible to have it—a pro 
cess which in consequence of the impossibility of 
pulverizing the extremely hygroscopic magnesium 
chloride has proved a complete failure—then as 
the crystallized magnesium (MgCl6H,O) 50.2 
per cent., more than half, water, the setting pro 
cess would begin at once and be practically over 
before the materials reached the place where they 
were to be worked up 

Similar difficulty would be met with if we at 
tempted to prepare a mixture ready for use, free 
as possible from water, by adding concentrated 
hydrochloric acid to the burned magnesite. The 
concentrated hydrochloric acid, consisting as it 
does of 40 parts HCl and 60 parts H.O has suffi

cient water in its composition to start the cement 
forming process at once, sO that when the time 
came to use it there would be very little binding 
property left In addition to this the concentrated 
hydrochloric acid causes the formation of lumps 
which give trouble 

The above mentioned disadvantages are claimed 


to be removed by the German patent No. 151,94 
as follows 

Hydrochloric acid gas is caused to react upon 
calcined magnesia so as to form magnesium chlo 
ride. 

By this reaction we also get some water, but 
the quantity of it is small compared with what we 
have in the use of the strongest concentrated hy 
drochloric acid obtainable. If, for instance, 100 
parts of magnesia are treated with hydrochlori 
acid gas until 25 parts of the latter are taken up 
then the water resultng from the reaction consists 
of six and one-tenth: parts. If, instead of gas we 
use the strongest concentration of hydrochloric acid 
solution, that is 40HC! and 60H,.O, then to an 
equal quantity of cement we get 25x60 divided by 
40 parts from the liquid hydrochloric acid, and be 
sides this 6.1 parts water from the reaction, a total 
of 43.6 parts water. It will be seen from this cal 
culation that the advantag in regard to keeping 
the water away, is considerable when the hydroch 
lorizing of the calcined magnesia is done with gas 
instead of the acid solution 

The product resulting from the reaction produced 
by the gas is a mixture of magnesium oxide and 
magnesium chloride, and is in the form of a dry 
powder tl 





If packed sufficiently air tight it can be 
sent to any distance, or kept for any length of 
time without deteriorating in the least When 
making it up for use it only has to have water ad 
ded to it, which operation can be entrusted to any 
ordinary workman 


An Old Timer Talks From Experience. 

In conversation with a dealer in building mate 
rials who has had a iifetime experience with the 
handling of the different grades of cement, he 
made the following remarks: “All natural or rock 
cement plants should be conducted under the in 
timate superintendency of a compeient chemist, 
much the same as Portland cement plants are now 
conducted in this country. It is quite likely that 
this oversight on the part of manufacturers of nat 
ural or rock cement has a great deal to do wit! 
modern rejections of their material. Had this pro 
vision been made years ago the rock cement manu 
facturers would have more business to-day as this 
would have insured a greater regularity in the 
quantity of their output, and at an insignificant 
additional cost of manufacture There is a well 
established belief current with the architects and 
engineers that concrete made of natural cement 
cracks and disintegrates by the action of cold 
weather. A trite saying is that, ‘Frost gets into 
it and destroys it... Now this has never been prov 
ed in any very satisfactory manner and there are 
in this country to-day very many samples of con 
crete construction put up with this material many 
years ago which still stand as splendid monuments 
of its efficiency.

“It is quite natural that the original records of 
failures should have been made in such structures 
as used natural cement, for it was in almost uni 
versal use up to the time that Portland cement got 
to be a much cheaper commodity upon the mar 
ket 

“T have handled all kinds of cement and have 
made a wide observation of concrete construction 
throughout my entire experience covering almost 
half a century, and outside of the bare statement 
usually substantiated by another bare statement 
of the reason thereof, I have never seen any au 
thentic or really convincing testimony

Possibilities of Exporting Cement. 

The demoralized condition of the American ce- 
ment market during the last six months has been 
attributed to overproduction As a relief it is 
no new idea, but it is practically a fact, that while 
the American Manufacturers are the most wide 
awake in the world, and the most progressive in 
adopting new methods, and in taking advantage 
of every opportunity, there has not been any sys 
tematic effort made to secure the trade of foreign 
countries, it having been generally the belief that 
the American mills could not meet competition 
with the German cements, due to the alleged fact 


that the Germans enjoyed much lower ocean 


freight rates, possibly due to the sudsidizing prac 


tice of foreign governments, 

An investigation on this point proves that this 
idea is erroneous American Portland cements 
sold at a price which is from ten cents to twenty- 
five cents per barrel (including export companies 
profits) above the price which is now being quo- 





ted for domestic shipments, may successfully com 
pete in South America, South Africa, Central 
America, West Indies, and at equal figures, with 
that being quoted for domestic trade there, and 
can successfully compete in India, China and the 
Philippines. 

The freight rate from New York to South Af 
ca is no higher than from Lehigh Valley mills 
to St. Louis at the present time

Sketches of the Plants, the Methods and the 
Men Who Make the Cut Stone 
Industry. 








PAPER No. Five. 


PEORIA STONE AND MARBLE CO. 

Peoria, ILL., September 23.—We have just taken 
the opportunity to see, under the guidance of Man- 
ager Chas. H. Isele, of the Peoria Stone and Mar 
ble Co., what 1s probably the best equipped plant 
in the West for turning out interior building and 
plumbers’ marble. We have seen a good many 
such plants but have never seen one so well equip- 
ped with machinery for every purpose. The plant 
is neat and clean and unusually well lighted. Mr 
Isele says: “We try to make our men as con:fort 
able as possible.” 

The plant has many labor saving devices, de 
signed by Mr. Isele, himself 

Both soft stone and marble are worked here. 
The same machines are used for both, but the hand 
labor on the two kinds of stone is separated, cut 
ting soft in one end and working marble in the 
other. 

The company has six gangs of saws and expect 
soon to add four more, as the plant was designed 
as a ten gang mill 

Mr. Isele said: “We have already shipped to the 
Chicago postoffice job over 3,000 boxes of finished 
marble, and that is not more than half what will 
be used.”” From this it is evident the cost of crat 
ing and packing a job of interior marble work is 
no small item in tae total cost 

Mr. Isele said further, that they had contracts 
on hand at present amounting to over $1,000,000.00, 
and that while they were fairly busy they could 
handle more work than this 

The plant has an electric traveler with 350 feet 
of track and everything is moved from place to 
place with this. “No crow bars or rollers in my 
shop” says Mr. Isele. 

The entire plant is heated by a system using the 
exhaust steam from the engines. The exhaust is 
more than sufficient to heat the building, even 
in severe weather 

Mr. Isele is well known as a supporter of the 
open shop policy, and is president of the Citizens 
Association of Peoria, president of the Cut Stone 
Contractors’ Association, and a_= strong fac- 
tor in the Association of Marble Manufac 
turers. With reference to the Cut Stone 
Contractors’ Association, he says the associ 
ation is in a good healthy condition, and that 
he is sure all the members have derived material 
benefit from it. Almost every large city. is now 
represented in the association 

GEORGE PICKEL & SONS, St. LOUIS, MO. 

Among the leading and well known cut stone 
contractors of the country, the firm of George Pick 
el & Sons, of 2027 Gratiot Street, St. Louis, Mo., 
is not the least by any means 

The firm consists of George Pickel and his two 
sons, B. G. and Geo. A. Pickel. The firm was 
formerly Jacob Pickel @ Bros., and has been ex 
isting some forty years. Four years ago the pres 
ent style of firm name was adopted. The firm has 
passed through all the stages of development: first 
really being worked by hand, then later a horse 
power saw was introduced and considered quite 
up to date, and finally a small steam plant with 
two gangs and a traveler, and as business in- 


creased More gangs were added until now it has 
six gangs and two rip saws. 

The stone work is mainly Bedford and St. Louis 
stone. The firm also handle a crushed stone and 
side walk business. The cut stone work done 
here is almost entirely local and at best is very 
slow. The firm formerly was in the granite and 
marble shop business in connection with this, but 
they abandoned that quite a number of years ago 
This firm is probably known better among stone 
men as being the first, and so far as we know, the 
only one to put in a circular traveling crane. The 
crane was operated from a center tower and the 
track had a radius of 90 feet. This one crane 
served from 80 to 150 workmen, and when the 
Merchants’ Exchange was being built, approxi 
mately 150 workmen were supplied by this crane 
all the time. Owing to a weak point in the track, 
this crane collapsed and has not been rebuilt. The 
accompanying illustration shows the wreckage 


The Handwriting on the Wall. 


There is no industry so weighted down and abso- 
lutely held back by short sighted labor organiza- 
tions as the building stone operations of this coun- 
try. From the quarry to the cutting shed, during 
transit and until finally placed in the job com- 
plete there is a clamor of dissention and contention 
led for the most part by a set of socalled labor 
leaders, whose decisions are nearly always con 
flicting with one another, assuming the authority 
of taskmasters to crack the whip over the shoul 
ders of their misguided abjects, and forever caus 
ing unnecessary losses and expensive delays to the 
contractor who undertakes to give them employ 
ment by using the product of their labor 

The man who pays for the work, the contractor 
nor any of the sub-contractors on an extensive

job are never even a party to all this strife, they 
merely pay the bill for the damages so foolishly 
entailed upon the business by the high price 
which it is necessary to charge for stone construc- 
tion in this country, and frequently come out at 
the little end of the horn at that 

The city labor boss refuses to let his men han- 
dle stone that has been cut at the quarry, while 
the quarry labor crowd insist on their rights to 
ship the stone in a finished condition. Contrac 
tors often receive large quantities of material 
ready to go into the job, only to find that it has 
come under the disapproving decision of a labor 
boss who will not allow it to be laid in the wall 
by his abjects because he has covenanted with a 
brother fanatic-leader to see that a certain set of 
men shall have the employment of preparing the 
stone 

A comparison of the cost of construction in 
this country with that in any other civilized na 
tion is most astounding, and a full and complete 
answer to all who wonder why the engineer and 
the architect of to-day is searching the earth for 
substitutes as against stone, which is always the 
natural and logical material, and always the one 
most desired 

Don’t think that substitutes can not be found 
When there is so great need a remedy is certain 
to appear. Already the lamp of genius Is offering 
something in the way of artificial substitutes— 
rough, flimsy, uncouth it is true to a degree, but 
an indefinite continuation of present labor condi- 
tions in the stone industry can mean nothing less 


than the ultimate destruction or disuse of these 
insatiable handicrafts by the sane and logical, and 
at the same time very liberal American builder 

After Mene Tekel upon the wall has been trans 
lated for them into good clear English, the labor 
leaders of the stone industry may wake up and 
find this the twentieth century—the age of man s 
highest independence and resourcefulness. But it 
will be too late, like Babylon of old, they will find 
their citadel already taken, their empery of use 
fulness given to others more worthy 

If they succeeed in pinching the quarry own?) 
until his profits are less than their own pay, with- 
out even a sure interest upon his investment, they 
think they have done well. If they cause the con 
tractor to lose Money by the forfeit upon his time 
limit, it is a joke They are noi entitled to orig 
inality in all this folly. Human brutes of every 
age have gone upon the scaffold with jeering lips 
and wanton jibes in the presence of their doom 

The stone operators of the country ought to 
get closer together and take counsel one with an 
other to meet this disturbing element in such a 
way as to permanently eradicate the damaging 
features. Some of the brightest men in the coun- 
try are engaged in the stone business; they have 
made money and still make some money, but the 
reward for capital invested, effort expended and 
brains exercised is nowhere commensurate with 
what it should be. The business is dogged at the 
heels by a drove of malcontents who think they 
have nothing to lose themselves, and consequent- 
ly have no care for their betters 

Time was—-and not so long ago as to be beyond 
the memory of men now living—when no stately 
structure could be considered without the use of 
stone, to the exclusion of any other material 
Think of it

National Graveyards. 

There are seventy-nine National cemeteries in 
the United States, in which are buried 170,960 
known and 147,495 unknown dead, of a total of 
218,455 soldiers. Of these cemeteries Virginia Nas 
the largest number, seventeen, and Tennessee the 
second largest number, seven North Carolina has 
four, Kentucky four, Arkansas four, Mississippi 
three, Georgia two, Texas three, Louisiana four, 
Mississippi three, Georgia two, Texas three, Louis 
iana four, Florida one and Alabama one. The 
largest cemetery is at Vicksburg, Miss... where 16 
610 are buried The next largest is at Arlington, 
Va., with 16,050, and the third largest is near 
Nashville, with 15,818. Fredericksburg, Va.. comes 
fourth, with 15,257, and Andersonville, S. C fiifth: 
with 13,837. The only other cemeteries containing 
over 10,000 dead are near Jéfferson Barracks, Mo., 
Salisbury, N. C., Marietta, Ga., Chalmette, La.. 
Chattanooga and Memphis. Of the other States 
New York has two National cemeteries. New Jer 
sey two, Pennsylvania two, Colorado two, Indiana 
two, Illinois three, Kansas two, Iowa one, and Ne- 
braska one. Of the 218,455 soldiers buried in Na 
tional cemeteries by far the greater number are 
buried in the South. About 63,000 are buried in 
Tennessee, and about 72,000 in Virginia. More than 
half of the 218.455 are buried in Tennessee and 
Virginia, and more in Tennessee than in any 
other State except Virginia. The National ceme- 
teries in Tennessee are at Memphis, Nashville, 
Chattanooga, Knoxville, Murfreesboro. Shiloh or 
Pittsburg Landing and Fort Donelson. More bat 
tles occurred in Tennessee during the war than in 
any other State except Virginia

Report on Freight Business. 

Next matter of business taken up was the re- 
port of chairman H. D. Pierce on freight business 
Ir the general discussion that followed many points 
of interest to all were brought out 

One was that through bill of lading should be 
sent out with any shipment; the wholesaler ex 
plained the delay in getting them from railroads 
was the cause in many cases. Those present de- 
cided they were willing to wait, and every ship- 
ment should have bill of lading with through 
rate attached. Some thought our many claims 
came from carelessness on part of shippers in box- 
ing their granite, as many shipments arrived at 
destination without any boxing. All promised in 
future to use more care. The following resolu- 
tions were then adopted: 

Resolved, by the marble and granite dealers of 
the State of Iowa in convention assembled, That 
it is not advisable to put in claims for damage

done marble and granite in transit, except such 
as come from negligence or carelessness on the 
part of the carriers. 

Resolved, That in view of the fact that the rail 
roads in this State are now charging us oppress 
ive rates for storage and demurrage on marble, 
granite and stone, 

Therefore, be it Resolved, That we use our in- 
fluence with our legislators to secure the passage 
of such laws as will protect us from unreasonable 
delays in transit and reimburse us for any loss 
occasioned thereby. 

It was then moved and carried that the same 
committee on freight be continued until our Jan 
uary meeting.

The Insurance Question. 

Then followed the secretary's report on the in 
surance question as follows: 

Your secretary wishes to report on the insur 
ance question as follows: 

After the question came up I mailed to every 
dealer in the State, blank slips, asking each to 
fill out same, stating the amount of insurance 
carried on his stock of marble and granite, and 
the cost of such. Am pleased to state most deal- 
ers were prompt in returning the slips. Some 
have not even now, after a second notice. So the 
report will not be absolutely correct, but we can 
from it form something of a basis to work on, or 
in other words outline our plans should we at- 
tempt to carry this work in our association. 

All will agree with me that insurance is nec- 
essary, but we find among the marble and granite 
dealers many are not carrying any insurance 

Some owing to high rates, others trusting in 
power above for good luck, but it should not be 
so. The man who owes a dollar on his goods 
owes the protection of insurance to the man he 
bought them of. , 

We find that other lines agree with us; for 
instance, the elevator and grain men found that 
owing to changing supplies, uncertain amounts 
in storage being near the railroad, that insurance 
companies were exorbitant in their charges, and 
they are carrying among themselves a mutual 
insurance at much less cost. 

Other associations are carrying one-half their 
insurance and have from this source brought their 
associates in business together, and has been the 
building up of our largest associations, for after 
a trial they found they could work together for 
good and in harmony 

Will it be possible for the marble and granite 
dealers of Iowa to do the same? 

Your secretary does not claim to be an expert 
on insurance, but after talking with many dealers, 
asking questions of those interested in this line 
of work, fully believes you can carry this work on 
with a big saving to’ many of you, and better pro- 
tection than you now have. 

If we do, it will be necessary to incorporate our 
association, and it should have the support of ev- 
ery dealer in the State. From the reports I have, 
the average per cent. paid is 2 per cent., some

more, some less. Those of you who are fortunate 
enough to have a brick building, good water pro- 
tection, we possibly could not help very much the 
first year, but from the figures I have I believe a 
1 per cent. assessment would carry the insurance 
first year, and less the second year. Our loss in 
the State for the past year has been less than 
$400.00, while you have paid out for insurance 
over $2,500.00; at that rate of loss your per cent. 
would be small, but those circumstances will not 
always be true and can not be counted on. 

It may be interesting to you to know how some 
funds have been started and what they have ac 
complished. We must have a start, for an empty 
treasury does not inspire confidence. Our line 
in particular started their fund by holding a 
“fair” at their annual meeting, asking the manu 
facturers or wholesale dealers they were buying 
goods of, to send to that meeting something for 
exhibit; they engaged a room for exhibits and the 
representatives had the use of exhibit during the 
the meeting and at the close it was sold, either by 
private sale or by auction, and the funds were 
turned over to the association to start their insur 
ance fund 

Now every year at three of the largest associa- 
tions in the State, standing room jis at a premium 
Every manufacturer is anxious to have the best 





exhibit and it means profit to the retailer and 
wholesaler 

Would it be possible at our next meeting at 
Cedar Rapids, I do not believe there is a man in 
the wholesale line would refuse you, and be glad 
to come out and meet you personally and ex- 
change greetings, such as they can not do sepa 
rately Do you not think this is worth a trial, 
and would not our annual meetings be looked to 
as other lines are? 

[ would like to have a committee appointed at 
this meeting to report on this question 

Our membership certainly has been gratifying, 
and at this meeting we have the largest mem 
bership ever had, and think by a little hard work 
on the part of members can make our member- 
ship complete by January meeting, and be ready 
for the insurance question

exhibit at the January meeting at Cedar Rapids.

An Aggressive Association. 


The Association of Marble Manufacturers, about 
which little has been said, has grown into a pretty 
healthy youngster. Every marble mill of any size 
cutting and finishing building marble, outside of 
the quarries, New York City, and Davis Bros., of 
Philadelphia, now belongs to it. 

The members are all working on the onen- 
shop basis. There is no reason why more of the 
stone business should not eventually adopt tne 
open shop. 


Marble Strike at an End. 

The marble workers’ strike, at itutland, Vt., 
was declared off on September 18, and the 500 
men returned to work under the same conditions 
that prevailed previous to the walkout. Of the 
3,000 to 4,000 marble workers employed in the 
quarries at Rutland only about 500 went out. 
After a struggle of ten weeks, in which time the 
union paid each man a very meager sum, they 
gladly accepted their places. The leaders adc- 
mitted that they had gained nothing. In some 
instances the men found it difficult to secure their 
former situations, as these had been filled by 
strike-breakers. Five or six large companies were 
affected by the strike. These declare that in fu- 
ture they will not recognize the union. It is 
just possible that the trouble will mean the death 
o. the union, as many of its members are dissat; 
isfied with the organization. 


Working on Large Contract. 


BALL Grounp, Ga., October 1 In a communi- 
cation from the Atlanta Marble Co., they say: 
“Our quarries have been greatly enlarged and are 
turning out large quantities of superior block mar 
ble, nearly all of which is white marble. We are 
prepared to fill promptly large contracts for either 
block marble or marble sawed to sizes. At pres 
ent we are at work on large contracts for the U. 
S. postoffice building, at Anniston, Ala., and the 
large Office building of the Candler Investment 
Co., of Atlanta. We can fill all orders, however, 
regardless of their magnitude, and can insure 
prompt and careful workmanship, Our business 
has increased to such an extent that we are se- 
riously contemplating the purchase of a good Over- 
head traveller, or crane, with a lifting and carry- 
ing capacity of 25 or 30 tons. The span should be 
about 55 feet. We could use a second hand ma- 
chine, either steam or electric, provided it was 
in a first class condition.” 





The entire plant of the Gouverneur Marble Co., 
Gouverneur, N. Y., burned down July 24, compris- 
ing the finishing room, blacksmith shop, barn, and 
in fact, the entire plant, entailing a loss of $50,- 
000.00. It was insured for $15,000.00. It -has 
been decided to rebuild at once, but it will be 
January 1, in all probability, before they are able 
to get everything together and begin operations 
again. 

Work is about‘complete on the plant of the 
Ryleston Marble Co., at Gouverneur, N. Y. For the 
past six months work has been pushed to com- 
plete this plant, and operations are shortly to 
begin there. 

The Victoria Marble Co. has been incorporated 
at Knoxville, Tenn., with a capital of $20,000.09. 
The company is composed of J. S. Starkweather, 
Dr. W. S. Nash, R. F. Cross, A. Y. Burrows ard 
John W. Green. The company is now employing 
about thirty men; these will be increased as the 
business demands. 

The Cherokee Marble Works, of Murphy, N. C., 
recently incorporated with a capital of $10,090.00, 
is to erect a plant for the finishing of marble snl 
granite. 

A meeting of the directors of the Kettle River 
Marble Co., Knoxville, Ia., recently held, showed 
the company to be in a good condition. They are 
working slowly, awaiting the developments of 
their quarries.

The largest block of Ascutney green granite 
ever quarried was drawn to the station at Wina- 
sor, Vt., la week, to be shipped to Rochester, N. 
Y.. to be set up in a new building in process of 
erection by the Norcross Corporation for an in- 
surance company The stone was taken from the 
Norcross quarry and measured fifteen feet in 
length and nearly four feet square Its weizht 
was between fifteen and twenty tons and it was 
drawn from the quarry by a team of ten horses. 
Another stone like it is soon to follow, for the 
same destination and purpose 

The large quarrymen’s boarding house owned 
by the Woodbury Granite Co., at the Bethel quar- 
ries, was burned to the ground during the early 
part of September The blaze started from a de 
fective chimney and a large amount of personal 
belongings of the quarrymen was also destroyed. 
No insurance 

Fred Irish, aged 235 years, an employee of the 
Woodbury Granite Co., at Hardwich, while work- 
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ing with a stone saw a few days ago was caught 
in the shafting and received serious injury. He 
Was putting a belt on a pulley and threw his lez 
over the main shaft. One of the set screws on a 
collar caught his clothes and threw him over the 
shaft, tore most of his clothing from his body and 
threw him to the floor. He was bruised from 
head to foot and received a serious cut in his ab- 
domen. 


After the Style of Daniel Boone. 


D. W. McDonald, of the firm of McDonald, Cut 
ler & Co., went up into the wilds of Canada and 
Maine last week to show the natives how Daniel 
Boone used to do it down in Kentucky.

The Vermont Marble Co., at Proctor, has filled 
with cutters practically all the places left vacant 
by the recent strike. On September 12th the com- 
pany put 60 new men at work in the building de- 
partment and 48 in the monumental department. 
Nearly all of these men were secured in Chicago, 
a'though local strikers claimed the Chicago men 
had quit out of sympathy with them. The Rut- 
lend and Proctor strike at the present time is a 
thing of the past. 

M. W. Nelson, of the Dewey Column Cutting 
Works, has just purchased a nice residence on 
Merchant Street. We like to see such evidences 
of prosperity. It shows that one more firm is 
wise enough to do business for profit rather than 
for glory. 

English Brother Makes a Call. 


H. A. Bowers, of London, England, has just 
been visiting his brother and _ other friends in 
Montpelier and Barre Mr. Bowers is secretary 
of the R. C. Bowers Granite Co. and has the 
management of the London office. 

A sad accident occurred recently at Bethel, 
when three quarrymen, Dennis Lynch, Jerry Shea 
and Edward Smith, employed at the Bethel quar-

ries, were run over and instantly killed by a 
southbound Boston & Maine freight. The acci- 
dent happened soon after midnight, while the 
men were on their way home from the village 
to the quarries. Smith was a Barre man. The 
other two came from Bondville, Mass. 

Total Defeat of Labor Leaders. 

On September 19 the marble workers’ strike, 
which has been on at Rutland and Proctor since 
July 11, was officially declared off by the executive 
committee of the International Association of 
Marble Workers. But out of 400 strikers on July 
11 only about 75 found places when the strike 
broke, because their places had previously been 
filled It was a complete victory for the em- 
ployers. 

It is reported that the proposed railroad be- 
tween the Bethel quarries and the main line of 
the Central Vermont Railway is an absolute cer- 
tainty, and that next summer will see the road 
in operation. 

The J. B. Reinhalter Co. have completed their 
Columbus Bank building job, and it is a nice one. 

A decision has been handed down by Judge 
Wheeler in the Kane bankruptcy case, in which 
a former decision has been sustained. Patrick 
Kane claimed $400.00 for services with the bank- 
rupt granite company, of which Julia Kane, his 
wife, was owner. Judge Wheeler rules that “no 
debt can be contracted between husband and wife 
for the services of either for the other at common 
law or in this State by statute.” 

Whole Hearted Jim Pirie. 

I was glad to see in the newspapers a few days 
ago that J. K. Pirie, owner and operator of the 
famous Wells, Lamson & Co. dark quarry, was 
numbered among the speakers at a reception 
given by the recently elected legislative repre- 
sentative in the town of Williamstown. I was 
glad because it showed that “Jim’’ was not sore 
headed because the other fellow got a few more 
votes than he did. That is the sort of man that 
makes the granite business a profitable one, when 
jealousy and “throat cutting” might ruin it. Any- 
way, we feel that we ought to tell the trade all 
we know about “Jim,” so here it is: 








Giudici Bros.’ New Shed, 
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James Kelman Pirie was born in 1858 in Peter- 
head, Aberdeenshire, Scotland, and is of the same 
ancestry as John T. Pirie, the noted dry goods 
dealer of New York and Chicago. He spent the 
first fifteen years of his life in Scotland. Coming 
then to St. George, New Brunswick, he learned 
the trade of stone cutter, at which he worked 
as a journeyman in nearly all of the New Eng- 
land States, locating in Williamstown, Vt., in 
1880. Inheriting in a marked degree the habits 
of industry and thrift characteristic of his Scotch 
ancestors, Mr. Pirie has met with eminent suc- 
cess in his chosen vocation. In 1883 he became 
junior partner of the newly organized firm of 


Wells, Lamson & Co., which purchased in 
that summer fifteen acres of quarry land 
lying south of Millstone hill in the north- 


eastern part of Williamstown, near the Gran- 
iteville line, and opened what is now 
known as the “dark quarry,’ establishing 
at the same time large cutting shops in Barre. In 
1886 the firm bought nine and one-half acres of 
land on the northern side of Millstone hill, open- 
ing there their light quarry, and subsequently 
worked both quarries with great success. In 
April, 1891, Mr. Wells retired from the firm and 
the business was continued by Lamson & Pirie, 
under the firm name of Wells, Lamson & Co., un- 
til the death of Mr. Lamson in 1902, when Mr. 
Pirie continued alone until March, 1903, when 
the business was divided between him and the 
Lamson heirs, Mr. Pirie taking as his half in- 
terest the dark quarry, including all the equip- 
ment and 16 acres of as good dark quarry land 
as there is in the country. Besides this Mr. Pirie 
owns 40 acres of land adjoining, and has a nice

residence located there. Fraternally Mr. Pirie is 
a Knight Templar and a member of the Mystic 
Shrine; a member of the Modern Woodmen, of 
which he has been State Counsel of Vermont and 
present Venerable Counsel of the Graniteville 
Camp; a member of the Order of Scottish Clans 
and of the Burns Club in Barre. He is a staunch 
Democrat and has held many public offices of his 
town with credit. For ten years he was justice 
of the peace, and for six years a grand juror in 
Williamstown. This fall his friends prevailed 
upon him to become the Democratic candidate for 
Representative to the Legislature, and in a 
strongly Republican town in presidential year he 
came very near being elected, having received 
the largest vote ever cast for any Democrat in 
the town and more than doubled the number of 
votes cast for the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor. The famous dark quarry now operated by 
Mr. Pirie contains all the modern equipments. 
This summer and fall he has added about 
$10,000.00 worth of new machinery, including a 
big Sullivan air compresssor, a 135-horse power 
boiler, a big boom derrick, a Rawson & Morrison 
standard hoisting engine, a large engine build- 
ing, giving a 20-ton straight line hoisting power. 
Mr. Pirie is greatly assisted in the management 
of his quarry business by his son, James G. Pirie. 
New Officers Elected, 

The recently elected officers of the Quarry 
Workers’ International Union of North America 
are: President, Jesse Miller, Graniteville, Vt.; 
secretary and treasurer, P. F. McCarthy, of Barre, 
Vt., and the headquarters will be at Barre for 
another year.

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The “Boulder’’ Goes Amuck 


On account of the spreading of the rails on the 
railroad to the Barre quarries on September 13 
the big Barre railroad engine, Boulder, left the irons 
near Barclay Bros.’ plant, tore down a ten-foot 
embankment and then buried its nose six feet 
deep in tne dirt. The engine nearly tipped over, 
the floor of the cab being tilted at one angle of 
thirty degrees. The trainmen_ escaped injury. 
The locomotive was drawing a train of flat cars 
loaded with granite from the Littlejohn & Milne 
shed up the incline to the main track. The acci- 
dent happened at a curve. Two cars were pulled 
off the iron at the same time. There being no 
appliances in Barre or Montpelier to get the en- 
gine out, a steel derrick was secured from Wells 
River, and in about three days the Boulder was 
on the track again, but it had to be sent to the 
repair shop before it could be used again. The 
engine weighs 47 tons and is the “whole thing” 
of the granite transportation from the quarries 
to the cutting piants in the city. 


Death of Alexander Clarihew. 


About the middle of September George B. Milne 
received a cablegram from George Gray in Scot- 
land, announcing the death of their partner, Alex- 
ander Clarihew, caused by lung trouble. Mr. 
Clarihew was a partner in the well-known granite 
firm of Milne, Clarihew & Gray, and by his death 
Barre has lost one of its leading business men. 
He was born in Scotland about fifty years ago. 
He was a man of indomitable perseverance and 
strict integrity. He emigrated to this coun 
about twenty years ago. In 1888 he formed a 
partnership with George Gray in Barre, from 
which time they continued to conduct a granite 
manufacturing business under the firm name of 
Clarihew & Gray. They commenced in a small 
way on Burnham’s Meadow. In 1891, on the 
death of Mr. Simpson, of McLéod & Simpson. they 
purchased the plant of that firm, to which they 
have gradually kept adding, until it has become 
one of the foremost. In 1895 Clarihew & Gray 
bought the W. S. Willey interest in the then 
Milne & Willey quarry, and became partners with 
George kK. Milne, under the name of Milne, Clari- 
hew & Gray. In 1898 the firm bought the adjoin- 
ing large dark quarry owned by the Empire Gran- 
ite Co., and have since conducted an immense 
quarry business. Mr. Clarihew was thus a mem 
ber of two firms, each doing a large and profitable 
business. His death comes as a shock to his many 
friends, as none realized that his end was so 
near, although he had been in failing health for 
Several years He left Barre about two years 
ago and has since resided for the most part in 
Kintor, Aheraeenshire. near his old home in Scot- 
land. He spent last winter on the banks of the

Nile and had planned to return to Barre this sum- 
mer, but did not feel strong enough for the jour- 
ney. Mr. Clarihew was secretary of the Barre 
Granite Quarry Owners’ Association from its or- 
zanization until the time of his departure for 
Scotland, two years ago. His loss will be deeply 
felt by the entire community and by the granite 
world in general. 
The New Firm at Hardwick. 

A new granite firm has just gone into business at 
Hardwick. The name is Williams & Hendry. 
The Hardwick letter in the Granite Cutters’ Jour- 
nal haS this to say: “I would like to say a few 
words in regard to our late secretary, Robert 
Hendry, who has gone into the granite business. 
It has taken from us a man who was not afraid 
to exercise his rights as a union man, he being 
one of the men who put this branch where it is 
to-day—second to none in the country. As a sec- 
retary he had few equals, and this branch wishes 
him success in his new enterprise. The firm will 
be known as Williams & Hendry. Brother Wil- 
liams was one of the most popular members. 
This branch extends its best wishes to the new 
firm.’ 

Canton Bros, have found that their increasing 
business has made it necessary for them to put

Both of them are going 
to be set up in Woodlawn, N. Y. George Mutch 
was on the hill watching the setting up of a new 
Leggerwood blondin derrick at the Manufacturers’ 
Quarry, of which Mr. Mutch is the manager. 


Accidents Must Happen, It Seems. 


W. H. Jackson, a derrickman at J. P. Corskie 
& Son’s, had a narrow escape from fatal injury a 
few days ago. His coat sleeve caught in the gear- 
ing of the travelling derrick and his left arm 
was pulled into the machinery nearly its whole 
length and was badly cut and jammed. The man’s 
presence of mind, together with the speedy assist- 
ance of young John Corskie, saved him from a 
horrible death. 

A peculiar accident hapepned at Jones Bros.’ 
shed a few days ago. Two granite cutters were 
at work on a stone, when a sudden explosion 
threw the tools out of their hands and badly 
burned them both. The explosion came from a 
Lewis hole in which powder had been left by the 
quarrymen in getting it out of the quarry. 
Whether it was a blast that had failed to go or 
a hole partly loaded and then forgotten is not 
known. 

Equipped to Repair Tools. 

A new machine shop for the repair of granite 
tools and machinery of all kinds is just being 
Started in this city by F. E. Kinney & Co. They 
are well equipped with lathes, planes, drilling 
machines and a universal grinder for pneumatic 
tools. 

J. A. Martinson was looking handsome and 
happy when I called on him last week. He 
thought, and we all agree with him, that he was 
very fortunate in having just secured a few ad- 
dtional stone cutters.

Underneath is the inscription: “Lewis P. Webber, 
Chief of the Boston Fire Department, October 23, 
1884 to March 21, 1901—November 18, 1843—Feb- 
ruary 13, 1904. \

In a long talk the other day with one of the up 
to-date stone salesmen, he applauded the comments 
of a Rock Propucts writer at Bedford recently 
“Although we have to compete with people who 
do not know the value of their stone it seems to 
me it adds to a Man’s dignity when he can get 
four or five cents more for his stone than other 
fellows. Of course our friends can get out the 
best stone in the district, and we can’t deny that. 
We wouldn't be satisfied if they didn’t. But the 
worst difficulty we have is when some fellow comes 
and says: “It is all right about your having the 
best stone; we believe you have, but there is so 


little money in the business that we do not feel 


like paying the extra price.” 

The wisest thing to do when starting out in 
quarry lines is to get a keen appreciation of the 
stone you are getting out and have for sale and 
then insist on a price for it, and then do not be 
afraid to sell it to the cut stone men themselves. 
They are the people who ought to handle stone, 
and the sooner we turn the tide that way, it will 
put us in a position to get more for our stone, 
and the cut stone operators will be more prosper- 
ous and you will not have to compete against your- 
self by doing business with the operator who han- 
dles six different lines and has practically no use 
for any particular stone except to get It as cheap 
as possible. 

Another point of education which must be 
brought out and impressed on the quarryman, the 
cut stone man, the salesman and every One con- 
nected with the trade, is that the day for three- 
dollars per day profit is over, because you worked 
as an employe for this price, and there is no 
reason why, when you get in business, you should 
be satisfied with this basis of profit. This is 
what's the matter with the stone trade to-day. If 
the trade realized that price was not the only 
consideration and that they need the money, there 
would be greater things in store for all concerned, 
Of course, to bring these conditions about, the big 
man in the trade, the men who have realization of 
the value of their property and desire to get ail 
out of it possible, must make some sacrifices. 

A well known stone man said the other day: 
“These little fellows will not do the right thing, 
will not be consistent, and he would not make a 
profit when he had the chance; he will not join a 
movement to get the trade thoroughly organized, 
to put the trade on a profitable basis, even though 
their sacrifices would only amount to a small con- 
sideration and they would get it back many times 
over.” 

The traveling man can do more to help the price 
situation than he realizes. If they will just take 
the matter to heart and keep in touch with those 
who desire to see the stone business on a more 
profitable basis, they will find it will be easier to 
sell stone when the trade are educated to ideas 
that are more in line with the best interests of 
the business.’

Nice Sample of Hollow Block Construction. 


We are illustrating the new factory of the Neal 
Circleville Canning Co., Washington Court House, 
Ohio, all the walls of which are constructed of 
hollow cement building blocks, made on the Nor 
mandin machine, which is built by the Cement 
Machinery Co., of Jackson, Mich The whole 
plant comprises three buildings, one 60x80 feet 
and two stories high, which is used as a ware 
house; the factory building, 50x60 feet, two sto 
ries high. These two buildings are shown in the 
illustration. The boiler house, immediately bs 
hind and between these two buildings, is 40x5 
feet and one story high. All the buildings stand 
on a concrete foundation 36 inches wide The 
walls are, in detail, first story, built of blocks 10 
inches thick; second story, of blocks 8 inches 
thick, and the portions which extend above the 
roof are 6 inches thick. The walls complete for 


ature of 6 degrees above zero When taken out 
the brick was frozen through and through, frost 
appearing on the rough side of the brick, which, 
when wiped off, instantly appeared again This 
frozen brick was then placed upon a window sill 
exposed to the direct rays of the August sun when 
the thermometer was ranging about 90 degrees F. 
The brick is now as strong and perfect as it ever 
was. 

Mr. Bowen made a large number of bricks by 
exactly the same formula at Ft. Wayne, Ind., 
when the weather was very cold—1l6 degrees be- 
low zero—taking them outside the moment they 
were made. so they were frozen at once. Then 
the brick was put in an oven, which was very 
hot, and heated until dry. He then used a heavy 
hammer and found it impossible to even make a 
mark upon the brick which had been so tested. 

The sample brick exhibited was a very beauc:- 
ful specimen and can be made either in the dull 
brown, which is its natural color, or tinted to any 
desired color by the use of the usual commer 
cial coloring material 

Mr. Bowen submits testimony to the effect that 
he has manufactured, and is at present producing, 
this very sightiy brick at the remarkably low 
cost of $2.75 per 1,000, and it can be made very 
rapidly, for aS soon as it comes out of the hy- 
draulie press it can be removed from the molds 
and another set of bricks go into the machine 

This is not altogether a new idea, for as early 
as 1890 an artificial stone was manufactured to 
some extent from Louisville cement and sand by 
a portable machine. The first ventures at that 
time, however, did not seem to find backers with 
capital to put the material on the market, and,

the main warehouse were erected at an expense 
of $2,305.58; the factory building, $1,817.14, and 
the boiler house $707.30 At these figures the 
builder made a good profit on his investment, be 
side good pay for his time and the organization 
of his business, and underbidding ordinary brick 
construction by $1,200.00 on the entire plant in 
a town where brick costs $6.50 per 1,000 The 
factory is now in full operation and the owners 
are not only congratulating themselves upon the

Sand=Cement Brick. 

A representative of Rock Propucts has seen a 
sample of brick made by R. H. Bowen, Keokuk, 
Ia., in which he uses Louisvilie cement and sand 
at the ratio of 1 to 6, with a solution of chemicals 
which he has concocted for the purpose of accel 
erating the action of the cement in the concrete 
brick. This brick is made under hydraulic pres 
sure The size is 2%x4\4x8™% inches and will 
weigh 614 pounds. One of these bricks was sul 
mitted to the following test by the Western Ce 
ment Co., of Louisville, Ky., who are the princi 
pal operators in Louisville cement. 

A sample brick was thoroughly saturated with 
water, it being estimated that it took up about 9 
ounces of moisture, and while wet it was put in 
a freezer at the ice factory of the National Ice 
Co. and kepi for a period of 42 hours at a temper-

without agitation, the project of making cement- 
sand bricks gradually disappeared 

It is suggested that there is no reason why a 
hollow or solid concrete building brick of any 
size could not be made of this material, for it 
requires no firing and merely a short time for 
the cement to bond and the moisture to dry out 
The suggestion is thrown out for the considera- 
tion of those who are interested in the develop- 
ment and progress of the industry 


Concrete Sidewalk Contracting. 


A prominent contractor contributes the follow- 
ing specifications which he incorporates into the 
contracts that he makes with parties who require 
cement sidewalks, and he states that he always 
gets a very excellent result which gives perfect 
satisfaction to his customers, and his experience 
of a number of years in the business has taught 
him that such a contract clearly setting forth the 
kind of goods and work that he is to deliver is the 


best way to do business. to-wit 
“The excavating shall be eight inches below the 
sidewalk grade. Then a layer of cinders 4 inches 


deep, thoroughly tamped with a fifty pound ram- 
mer. On this shall be placed a layer of concrete 
three and three-fourths inches thick after having 
been thoroughly and properly tamped, then a top 
coating of cement three-fourths inch thick. 

‘The concrete is to be made of one part best 
Portland cement, four parts crushed stone of a 
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size to pass through a ring one and one-half inches 


in diameter, two parts of screenings (either stone 
or sharp, clean sand) 

“The top coating is to be made of one part best 
Portland cement, one part clean, sharp sand, three 
fourths part of screening of stone, the same to be 
applied to the surfa¢ hetore the concrete has thor 
oughly set; all work to be performed in a thorough 
and workmanlike manner

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TUNNELS AND SEWERS. 





A Suggestion From the History of an Indus- 
try Long Fallen Into Disuse. 


i dieeneman’l 

Many years ago, so long ago, indeed, that it is 
almost impossible to find so much as the names 
of the parties who were immediately connected 
with the industry, there was a concern in Louis- 
ville, Ky., who manufactured from natural ce 
ment and sand a concrete sewer pipe, and for a 
long time the concern must have done considera- 
ble business, because in this city, and throughout 
the territory next adjacent, there still remains 
a large amount of sewer pipe of this nature that 
has been in service for many years beyond the 
memory of this generation. It would require a 
searching of musty records to find the names of 
parties who manufactured this material, as well 
as those who put it down. However, samples of 
the material are in evidence, and in a fine state 
of preservation, showing that the material is a 
first-class product. 

When a representative of Rock Propucts got 
inquisitive on tne subject, he found one man who 
had spent his life in the cement industry, who 
was able to say that the cause of the abandonment 
of the industry for manufacturing sewer pipe 
from natural cement and sand was on account of 
the high price of cement at that time, and the 
lower price of other commodities which came into 
use about the time that the concrete plan went 
out of existence. At the time Portland cement 
was selling at $3.50 to $4.00 per barrel, and nat- 
ural cement in the neighborhood of $3.00 per 
barrel. The facilities for getting sand were such 
as to make it quite expensive, for the only known 
method was to discover “sand munes,” as the 
ordinary sand pit was called in that day, and the 
item of hauling, which was more expensive a gen- 
eration ago than it is now, had to be employed to 
a greater extent than is now found necessary, 
when sand is pumped in an almost pure state 
from the bars beneath the surface of all the wes- 
tern rivers by means of centrifugal pumps. 

In these days of concrete block inventions here 
is a suggestion for a genius to develop an industry 
of far reaching importance. The cost of ma- 
terials for such purposes as the manufacture of 
concrete employing natural cement and sand is a 
mere fraction of what it was when this industry 
was abandoned on account of the high price of 
materials. Indeed, it is believed that the cheap- 
ness of the materials, and the cost to manufacture 
such a product to-day, would be the very item to 
suggest such an undertaking. 

For the construction o: larger sewers and tun- 
nels than would be advisable to construct by the 
use Of cylindrical pipe, it is easy to see that sec- 
tional blocks to form an arch of any desired ra- 
dius could be cast under hydraulic pressure in 
such a way as to merely require the putting of 
them together, either with or without ordinary 
mortar for the forming of a practically indestruc- 
tible arch, and a concrete pavement could be pro- 
vided for the bottom, so that the proposition would 
merely be the laying of what we consider a cement 
sidewalk for the bottom of the sewer with an arch 
constructed of wedge shaped brick or blocks hav- 
ing the necessary form to produce the opening de- 
sired. 

In looking into the matter purely from the 
standpoint of an observer the writer is inclined 
to think that the economy would be very surpris- 
ing to parties who would take up the calculation 
upon such a scale as to conduct a series of exper- 
iments along this line. It is certainly worth con 
Sideration by all the engineers who have large 
contracts of extensive sewer or tunnel construc 
tion on hand. 

Of course a concrete arch could be built of prac- 
tically the same material by using an ordinary 
wooden form for the arch desired and withdraw- 
ing the same after a section is completed, repeat- 
edly making a new arch just in front of the one 
last finished and hardened. This, of course, would 
give the same result as if built with the wedge 
shaped blocks which we suggest, but as a great 
many sewers are laid beneath the level of busy 
streets this method would require the street to 
be blocked for a great length of time, and if it 
were necessary to construct such a tunnel under 
a busy thoroughfore it would mean a great loss 
to business, entailing a great collateral damage, 
when all things .are considered. 

A tunnel of this nature has just been success- 
fully constructed in the city of Louisville, between 


the Jefferson County courthouse and the jail, by 
the National Concrete Construction Co Louis 
ville, Ky., and we present an illustration of the 
operation as it appeared in the streets of Louis 
Ville. 

With the arch made of brick or blocks, such a 
tunnel could be constructed very rapidly so as to 
close up the excavation and open the street for 
traffic immediately behind the progress of the 
operation, and it would not be necessary to tear up 
the thoroughfare for any great distance ahead of 
the actual construction 

The plan of such an undertaking would be to 
have all the blocks manufactured and ready for 
the contractor, having as many of them inter 
changeable as possible, and all of them could be 
made so with a fittle calculation, except the cen 
ter key, which would be composed of concrete 
blocks, every one like the other, for the most rapid 
construction. Indeed, the floor of the sewer or 
tunnel, as the case may be, could be put down 
after traffic had been restored upon the thorough 
fare above the installation, and the work not sut 
fer in the least, either in quality or expense 

This suggestion will certainly meet with a great 
many objections, but it is true that concrete arch 
bricks can be manufactured at a very low cost at 
a factory located close to an unlimited supply of 
sand, and the writer thinks the proposition is 


worthy of the investigation of practical men in 
this line of business Perhaps there is a fortune 
in it for the right man

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Now to Manufacture Plaster of Paris. 


First—The gypsum rock should be crushed down 
with some first-class crusher, jaw crusher prefer 
red, down to about l-inch cubes. If Blake or jaw

crusher is used, the Opening should be 20x12 


Second—The crushed rock should then be dried 
on a rotary dryer, direct heat The products of 
combustion should not pass through the material 
unless oil, gas or coke is used for fuel, but should 
pass on the outside of the dryer only rhe size 


of the dryer depends upon the capacity required, 
and should have in connection with it a good dust 
chamber for settling the dust, which is valuable 

Third After the material is dried, it should be 
again crushed on an ordinary bow] crusher 

Fourth—It 1s then ground to about S80 mesh, 
usually on French buhr stones or some pulverizer, 
as may be desired 

Fifth——-The ground material is then passed into 
a calcining kettle, usually about 8 feet high, with 
cross flues with fire front and grates and doors, 
also with upright shaft and stirrers near the bot 
tom, driven with heavy gears above 

The material is slowly passed into this calcining 
kettle, when it soon begins to boil More material 
is gradually added until the kettle is full. From 
rock that has been crushed and dried thoroughly 







a batch can be calcined in about an hour and a 
half, depending very much on the dryness of the 
gypsum rock, also of the finished product. The 
material contains enough moisture to thoroughly 
boil for a short time, when it comes to a dead state 
and then it will boil the second time and in some 
cases even the third time. The more it boils the 
better the quality For ordinary plaster work, 
but one boiling is required; for fine work and 
plaster of paris, two boilings are necessary 
This is where the chemical change takes place. 
After it is sufficiently calcined or boiled it should 
be immediately emptied and placed into hoppers 
or bins made of brick or iron, after which it is 
ready to be conveyed and elevated to the storage 
bins to be packed into barrels or sacks ready for 
the market As soon as the kettle is emptied an- 
other charge should be immediately put in 
The necessary machinery for making, say ten 
tons a day, will consist of one crusher for crush- 
ing the material down to One-inch cubes; one ro- 
tary direct heat dryer for drying the material; 
the necessary pulverizing machinery and two cal- 
cining kettles, together with the necessary hop- 
pers, bins, elevators, conveyors, et« The estimated 
cost of which will be practically $16,000.00. It 
will require 150 h. p. to drive the machinery

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Cinders in Cement Roofing. 

Perhaps the latest use for cinders, we might add 
the latest ingredient for roofing purposes, has been 
adopted by Christenson Bros. & Co., proprietors 
of the Cement Tile Roofing Works, of Spencer, la 
Common cinders, which up to the present time 
were only used for ballasting and filling purposes, 
are now worked up into building material of value 
Through the efforts of Mr. H. Christenson, who 
has spent considerable time in making experi 
ments, much of the credit is due. He feels con 
fident that he has discovered a process whereby 
cinders can be used in cement roofing of great 
durability. Further than this he has discovered 
that cement roofing, prepared with his process, is 
increased in strength and diminished in weight at 
least fifty per cent. below his former process. The 
percentage of weight is vastly lower than in ordi 
nary roofing. This is a recent invention, but or 
ders are growing, and preparations will soon be 
made to increase the capacity of thé plant 


Rush in the Roofing Line. 

Cuicago, ILt., September 30.—-The fall months 
always bring to the practical roofer an enlarge 
ment of his business. Buildings in course of con 
struction must be put under cover before the 
winter sets in, and just now there is a hurry and 
a rush-to meet demand All over the ¢ity the 
roofer is at work. 

Powell & Co., and all the other large concerns 
have their full complement of men at work. The 
whole fraternity of roofers in this city are in the 
grasp of the unions, and there is a good deal of 
complaint in regards to the exactions they de 
mand. No matter whether the workman is a 
practical man or not, he demands the unjon wage 
which is from 56 cents to 60 cents an hour, and 
an eight-hour d-~. As to his competence to do his 
work, well that u ¢s not matter, if he is a union 
man, however ince ypetent, he must be paid the 
wages, and the emplcuver has no right to make any 
distinction as between one man and another. The 
roofing business in this city is greatly handicapped 
by this state of things, and don’t see any way to 
remedy it as matters stand at this time 

The weather having continued fine, roofs 
have been placed on all the big sky-scrapers which 
have reached their height, and indoor work on 
these buildings can progress rapidly. 

In the matter of roofing every owner of a build 
ing has his own choice of material used. Some 
prefer one kind and some another, but the kind 
that seems to be the most popular is pitch and 
gravel. There are more roofs of this kind in 
Chicago than any other. 

Architects and builders admit when a roof of 
this kind is properly placed it makes a substan- 
tial and durable roof, and will last a long time 
without repairs.
